For a while chemicals called 
synergists) seemed the answer. 
Synergists alone are harmless, but 
when mixed with DDT they boost 
the killing power: of the insecti- 
cide. The flies soon got wise to 
this combination, however, and 
learned to handle this souped-up 
DDT. Scientists are now looking 
for new synergist “which flies 
cannot cope with. 

The old standby, pyrethrum, 
will still kill the flies it contacts, 
but applications must be repeated 
daily. Sanitation is also import- 
ant in fly control. 

Aithough there are no new 
chemicals on hand that show the 
promise DDT once had for killing 
houseflies, scientists aré search- 
ing more than ever for a good 
lasting control of this common 


pest.

CROP RETURNS 
ARE SUMMARIZED 


The 1951 season gave a better 
than average production of Cali- 
fornia fruit-and nut crops, but 
resulted in smaller returns to 
growers than might have been ex- 
pected, according to the Califor- 
nia Crop and Livestock Reporting 
service. 

Combined production of the 
major fruit and nut crops in. Cali- 
fornia totaled 7,537,700 tons from 
an estimated 1,361,400 bearing 
acres. This large volume falls 
within the range of the high pro- 
duction seasons of 1945 to 1947, 
and was about 18 per cent more 
than the similar total for 1950. 
However, even with the large pro- 
duction, the aggregate returns to 
‘growers were only about 97 per 
cent of the combined returns for 
these crops in 1950. 

Such crops as grapes, peaches, 
pears, plums, olives, walnuts, 
Valencia oranges and lemons 
placed in the high levels of pro- 
duction. Only two crops: apri- 
cots and cherries were of short 
production and each of these sold 
at a higher per unit averge than 
in 1950. 

Other crops that brought grow- 
ers higher average prices than a 
year ago included: Clingstone 
Peaches, pears and walnuts. 
Grapes experienced the deepest 
price sag and were of considerable 
consequence in lowering the cal- 
culated average per ton return 
for this list of crops, since about 
41 per cent of the combined 1951 
California fruit and nut tonnage 
consisted of grapes. 

Grapes set a record high pro- 
duction of 3,107,000 tons, which 
was about 28 per cent above the 
total tonnage of 1950 and 14 per 
cent above the five-year (1946- 
1950) average. ‘The total returns 
to growers for all grapes were 
only 73 per cent of those of 1950. 

|Only a nominal tonnage of dried 
raisins was made but a large vol- 
j}ume of grapes was crushed.

Alfalfa growers who desire a 
maximum production of hay this 
year. are advised to fertilize their 
crop with superphosphate. This 
May be applied either at this time 
or after the first cutting in the 
spring. Ordinarily, phosphate ap- 
plied at this time of the year gives 
the best results. 

Experience in this area has 
shown that nearly always alfalfa 
responds to phosphate fertilizer at 
the beginning of the third year of 
growth and frequently it responds 
at the beginning of the firs$ or 
second year. 

The amount of phosphate to ap- 
ply depends upon the general fer- 
tility of the soil. The usual rec- 
ommendation for alfalfa in Tulare 
county is from 400 ‘to 500 pounds 
of single superphosphate-per acre, 
or from 150 to 175 Ibs. of treble 
superphosphate. Alfalfa planted 
on soil containing alkali will gen- 
erally benefit from using single 
superphosphate since this material 
also contains gypsum and the 
gypsum may be of benefit in im- 
proving the soil condition. 

Farmers in Tulare county who 
have applied phosphate to their 
alfalfa fields consistently every 
year have generally found that the 
fields last, from one to three years 
longer than fields which have not 
been fertilized. This apparently 
is due to the stimulation of the

plant. This is entirely a reflec- 
tion of wrong management of the 
pasture. 

For most permanent pastures on 
most soil types in Tulare county, 
three or four pounds to tall fescue 
grass seed per acre should be used 
in the mixture. 


“Within the a eat few years tall 
fescue grass has become the out- 
standing pasture plant in Cali- 
fornia for livestock of all kinds. 
This is true also in Tulare county, 
where most of the pastures plant- 
ed‘during the past five or six 
years have included tall fescue 
grass in the seed mixture. 

This grass is an ‘aggressive 
’ grower which produces an abund- 
ante of good, palatable feed if 
properly managed. It grows 12 
months of the year, being one of 
the few grasses which produce 
winter forage.

We Only Heard 
By RILL RODGERS 


A LINK between the pioneer 
days of the past and the modern 
days of the present was broken 
Saturday afternoon when John A. 
Milligan died at the New Porter- 
ville hospital. For Mr. Milligan 
first saw. Porterville in 1896, 
when, as he told us, “The streets 
were just dirt road§ through town, 
dusty in the summer and almost 
impassable in the winter,” when 
the great agricultural area of the 
community was undeveloped, when 
church and schoo} facilities were 
anything but the’ best. 

MR. MILLIGAN stayed through 
the years — 56 years to be exact 
— taking an active part in civic, 


church, business, and fraternal af- | 


fairs, helping and watching the 


jcity and community grow to its 


present proportions. Why did he 
stay? Perhaps he answered that 
question himself when he told of 
meeting. many friendly people, 
when he came to Porterville, of 
driving to the hills around Por- 
terville — Scenic Heights, Carter 
hill, Plano hfll and Murry hill, 
and lookiig at “the wonderful 
nfountains to the east, the great 
valley to the west . . .-As I looked 
from those hills and beheld this 
setting for a growing town I knew 
that perhaps nowhere. was there 
to be found anything more in- 
spiring or more promising.” 

HE SAW some of the hectic 
days of old Porterville —— the un- 
successful attempts to close the 
town’s many saloons and the final 
attempt that was successful; he 
was at Mountain Home with his 
family when the outlaw Jim Mc- 
Kinney ran amuck in Porterville 
and he often told of the conster- 
nation that prevailed when word 
was received that McKinney was 
headed for the mountains; later, 
he preached McKinney’s funeral. 

HIS INTERESTS lay in many 
channels, among them journalism, 
and his writings often appeared in 
local newspapers; in the early 
days he was a member of the 
‘“‘Want to Know Club” and the 
“Quillers Club.” And in his writ- 
ing and talking there was always 
that Scotch humor about him — 
a ready wit that was still keen 
even near the end of his 91 years. 

MR, MILLIGAN was primarily a 
religious man. He came to Por- 
terville to accept the pastorate of 
the Congregational church; he 
served from November 1, 1896 to 
April 1, 1906, then for a period of 
10 months as pastor of the Second 
Congregational church of Oakland. 

WHEN POOR health assailed 
him, he returned‘ to Porterville, 
taking a position with the Porter- 
ville Citrus association in 1907 
and remaining with this organ- 
ization through the positions of 
receiver, house foreman, assistant 
manager, then, for 16 years, man- 
ager until 1929. He saw the cit- 
rus industry develop from its un- 
certain beginning to its présent 
position of importance and he saw 
those early days of formation of 
the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change in this area. 

HIS FRATERNAL interests cen- 
tered in the Masonic lodge, where 
he served for 32 years as chap- 
lain; on the 50th anniversary of 
the lodge he compiled a history 
of the organization; also a history 
of the Congregational church ‘on 
its 50th anniversary. 

HIS SERVICBH club was Rotary; 
hegwas .president of the Porter- 
ville. Rotary club when 85 years 
of age; he had more than 20 years 
of perfect attendance; at his 
death he was an honorary mem- 
ber of. the club.

toward civic development. Hp was 
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JOHN A. MILLIGAN, Porterville 
pioneer, who was taken by death 
Saturday afternoon at the New 
Porterville hospital, following a 
short illness. 


a member of the old Floral So-. 
ciety, the first Porterville organ- 
ization that combined plans for 
|public improvement with social] 
and literary interests; he later 
‘served two terms as president of 
,the Porterville chamber of com- 
merce; while a member of the city 
Forestry board he worked with 
the late W. P. Bartlett in the de- 
velopment of Murry park and Tule 
River park, the latter eventually 
becoming Bartlett park; he was 
a trustee of the Bartlett Trust 
Fund school awards. . 

BORN IN northern Ireland, 
August 26, 1860, he learned farm 
work early in life; at 14 years of 
age he was apprenticed in the 
bakery trade, which he followed 
five years. An injury, suffered 
while handling large sacks of 
flour, took him away from bakery 
work and into the house repairing 
and thatching business with his 
father. 

BUT HIS real interest was re- 
ligion; he secured entry into Har- 
ley college, East London and af- 
ter three years of study and prac- 
tical training, came to America to 
take up religious work, arriving 
in Denver, Colorado on June 1, 
1883. Church work also took him 
into Nebraska, but in 1892, he 
came to the Congregational church 
at Nordhoff, in the Ojai valley, 
where he served four years prior 
to coming to Porterville. 


IN COLORADO he married Miss 
Isabella Fraser, of Kent, England; 
their children were Mrs. Ethel 
Wright, Mrs. Violet Bigham and 
| the late Fraser Robert Milligan. 
‘Mrs. Milligan died in 1889; he 
later married Miss Mary Belle Fer- 
‘guson, who died in 1939. 

ONE OF Mr. Milligan’s most 
pleasant tributes came on his 
82nd birthday when Harold A. 
Cole, then of Porterville, a long- 
time friend, wrote, “In the case 
of Rev. John A. Milligan ‘ 
goodness and mercy and service 
have permeated his life to an ex- 
tent unequaled in the memory of 
this writer. Through pastorial 
work, weddings and funerals he 
has come into intimate contact 
with hundreds of families, always 
serving with ability, kindness and 
consideration. His interest in 
civic affairs, fraternal work and 
service clubs Nas never ceased to 
be active, despite his years. In 
business and social life, the same 
high ‘standard has always been 
upheld by him ..
